but House hostile 


United Press International 
Mayor Abraham Beame today pleaded 
with Congress to approve legislation to 
keep New York City solvent, but ran into 
a stream of hostile questions from 
members of a House Banking subcom­ 
mittee. 
One congressman told Beame his con­ 
stituents’ opinion ran 30 or 40 to one 
against helping the city. Another said the 
city ought to sell Shea Stadium to raise 
money. 
“ I would like to take this opportunity 
to congratulate you for the most 
monumental sense of humor I ever 
witnessed,” another congressman told 
Beame after he had presented his plea 
for a multibillion dollar loan guarantee 
to help New York avoid defaulting on its 
obligations in December. 
Even those congressmen on the sub­ 
committee who sympathized with the 
city’s plight said it would be difficult to 
get legislation through the House. Rep. 
Paul E. Tsongas. D-Mass., said any con­ 
gressman who votes to aid New York 
will “ in effect be turning his back on his 
constituency,” 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike Man­ 


sfield. meanwhile, said he understood 
that a filibuster is planned against any 
bail-out legislation. He added it would be 
“ difficult” to get the 60 votes needed to 
crack a talkathon. 
At the White House, Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen told reporters President 
Ford “ has seen no legislation (to aid 
New York) which he feels is worthwhile 
signing.” 
Beame, in his statement to the sub­ 
committee, urged Congress to make 
“ wise decisions” on the aid request in­ 
stead of the “ wise remarks of White 
House spokesmen.” 
New York averted immediate default 
Friday when the city teachers' union 
decided at the last minute to use $150 
million in pension funds to buy city notes 
and support a state rescue plan. 
The next problem facing the city is a 
proposed three-year budget cutting plan 
which would save $724 million. The 
budget trimming was ordered by a state 
board that has authority over New 
York's fiscal affairs. It could result in 
the firing of up to 8,000 more workers 
this year, and a possible wage freeze for 
three vears.

Support grows 
for march 
into Sahara 


RABAT. Morocco (U PI) — Arab and 
African supporters have volunteered to 
join 350,000 Moroccans in a massive 
march into Spanish Sahara, it was an­ 
nounced today 
The Moroccan government said Jordan 
and Gabon promised to send delegations 
to Saturday’s march led by King Hassan 
II. The Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion offered military aid 
The government expressed hope many 
other African and Arab countries would 
send marchers. It has asked all African 
and Arab states for support 
Morocco brushed off Spanish protests 
at the United Nations and went ahead 
with plans for the massive march by un­ 
armed men and women into the disputed 
North African colony. 
A government spokesman said Sunday 
the response to Hassan’s call for citizens 
to join him in the march has been 
enthusiastic with 361.987 persons already 
registered 


The U N Security Council took up the 
issue today, a day before the Moroccans 
were to begin moving by train, bus and 
truck toward the Spanish Sahara fron­ 
tier 


The Spanish government accused 
Morocco of “ a threat to international 
peace and security” and called on the 
council to stop the Moroccan “ invasion.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
President 
Ford today asked Congress to approve 
sweeping changes in the $5 2 billion food 
stamp program, including a 17 per cent 
reduction in the number of eligible 
recipients 
The plan, which would save taxpayers 
$12 billion annually, was made public at 
the White House and in testimony on 
Capitol Hill by Agriculture Secretary 
Earl L Butz 
After his testimony, Butz told 
reporters at the White House the 
changes were proposed because “ there 
was a lot of resentment" by people 
throughout the nation when they stand in 
line at shopping centers and see others 
paying for food with stamps 
He acknowledged the abuses “ were 
the exception, it is not a ripoff. it’s 
perfectly legal But the people want this 
tightened up “ 
Butz said under the President’s 
proposal. 17 per cent of those now receiv­ 
ing food stamps — about 1 million 
households comprised of 34 million 
persons — would be dropped from the 
rolls, including 6 per cent with incomes 
above $9.000 a year and 11 per cent with 
incomes between $6,200 and $9.000 a 
year 
All families of four with gross incomes 
of $6.500 or more would be dropped from 
the program under the proposal A total 
of 28 per cent would pay more for the 
stamps About 24 per cent would get 
higher allotments 
The President’s proposal would cut off 
all college students unless their families 
were eligible Strikers would have to 
seek other jobs to get food stamps. Butz 
said 
Beneficiaries would have to 
register each month to show that they 
were seeking employment in order to 
continue to be eligible for the food 
stamps 
The new eligibility levels under the 
proposal would focus on the official 
poverty level established each year by 
the government 
This figure currently is $5.050 for a 
family of four But the administration 
plan allows a “ standard deduction 
of 
$100 a month or $125 if the household con­ 
tains a person over age 60 in figuring 
food stamp eligibility The deduction 
would raise the annual gross income 
figure to $6.250 or $6.550 
Butz said use of government poverty

households 
or 3 4 million individuals 
from the food stamp program This 
represents roughly 17 per cent of the 18 8 
million individuals currently par­ 
ticipating in the program 
The plan was immediately criticized 
by Sens George S McGovern. D-S D . 
and Robert Dole. R Kan , authors of an 
alternate food stamp reform bill 
McGovern said the program “ is a sur­ 
render to some of the more extreme 
critics“ who want not to correct the 
abuses that have surfaced but substan­ 
tially reduce the scope of the program by 
making it strictly a poverty program 
Dole suggested the Ford bill is another 
overture to conservatives who first 
proposed the $5.050 figure 
Butz said 3 3 million households or 57 
per cent “ will be at least as well off" un 
der the administration bill 
Of this 
figure, 1 4 million families or about one- 
fourth of the total recipients - who Butz 
called “ the poorest of the poor” — will 
have their benefits increased 


He said 46 per cent of the persons now 
receiving food stamps would have their 
benefits reduced and 17 per cent would 
become ineligible 
The official poverty level incomes, ex­ 
cluding the $100 or $125 monthly standard 
deduction, currently are $4 230 for a 
family of three $5 fT70 for a family of 
five and $6 690 for a family of six 
McGovern also criticized another 
aspect of the administration plan which 
would base food stamp eligibility on the 
actual income for 90 days before a food 
stamp application is made rather than 
the present procedure of estimated in­ 
come for the coming month 
Butz said using income from the past 
three months as an eligibility trigger 
would save $550 million a year, while 
charging families a uniform 30 per cent 
of their income after the standard deduc­ 
tion and limiting the program to poverty 
level families would save an additional 
$720 million 
Currently, the food stamp program 
costs the government $5 2 billion a year 
GNP hike greatest 
in more than 20 years

The GNP gains occurred primarily 
because consumers dipped into their sav­ 
ings to buy durables like cars and home 
appliances, while wealthy Americans 
and business increased 
investment 
spending by a stunning 18 per cent 
Consumers had been saving at unusual­ 
ly high rates since last October Private 
sector investment had been falling 
steadily since the 1973 Arab oil embargo 
The real GNP was estimated at $804 6 
billion at the end of the July-September 
quarter, up from $783 6 billion in the se­ 
cond quarter 
The 11 2 per cent increase was the 
highest quarterly rise since the 12 4 per 
cent gain in the first quarter of 1955 
Commerce Secretary Rogers C B 
Morton said the 112 per cent increase 
“ provides solid confirmation of a 
decisive upswing in the U S economy 
“ While the economy is not likely to 
continue to grow at such an unusually 
rapid pace, prospects are excellent for 
continued strong growth in jobs, incomes 
and profits as well as for continued 
moderanqn in the rate of inflation. ’ 
Morton said n a statement 
Commerce said private investment in­ 
creased $14 t billion to $94 9 billion That 
was much lowei han the $120 5 billion 
annual rate at the end of 1974 but still 
marked the first rise in two years, an in­ 
dication that production and job oppor­ 
tunités will begin to grow rather than 
shrink

A senior U.S. official in the Kissinger 
party earlier told reporters that Mao 
was expected to greet President Ford 
personally. One of Kissinger s principal 
tasks in Peking was to arrange a Ford 
visit expected just after Thanksgiving 


The Chinese staged their most popular 
modern opera, “ The Azalea Mountain, 
for the Kissingers this evening The 
opera tells the story of peasant 
revolutionaries faced with the choice of 
saving their hideout or a grandmother 
The initial meeting opened with Kis­ 
singer and Teng laughing off a dinner 
dispute over detente 
“ It doesn’t matter even if we quarrel 
a bit,” Teng said, as he sat amid crystal 
chandeliers, porcelain spittoons and red 
velvet carpeting

Ronald B Robie. director of the DWR 
and Ira J Chrisman, chairman of the 
California Water Commission, will 
direct the meeting 
Panelists will in­ 
clude representatives of state agencies.

Key questions are expected to be 
water needs of the two counties, sources 
of water and the pros and cons of im­ 
ported water 
When the assembled water officials sit 
down in Santa Maria they will have one 
collective eye on the raft of documents in 
front of them and the other on that 
fateful day in January 1977 when a final 
commitment on requests for state 
project water will be cranked into the

Supervisor James M. Slater, 
of Goleta Valley, whose Third 
District may be left bereft of 
the rich Santa Ynez valley if the 
north county supervisors’ move 
goes through, has characterized 
the Fletcher move — ostensibly 
backed by Beattie, of Lompoc 
— as a "power move” 
Beattie is not sympathetic 
with the limited-growth 
philosophy of Slater and is 
known to have the hacking of 
the Santa Ynez Valley commer­ 
cial and construction establish­ 
ment 


Meanwhile, Supervisor Frank 
J Frost, of Santa Barbara who 
is aligned with Slater on many 
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issues, termed the redistricting

Congress still at odds 
over energy, gas shortage 


WASHINGTON

With oil controls due to expire 
Nov 15. the 94th Congress still 
has not been able to agree on a 
national energy policy or deal 
with expected winter shortage 
of natural gas. 
Senate-House 
conferees 
resume negotiations today on 
an energy package and Sen. 
Henry M 
Jackson, D-Wash , 
says he is 95 per cent sure 
Congress will adopt an energy 
policy 
before 
controls 
are 
ended 
Jackson has steadfastly op­ 
posed legislation that would 
lead to higher energy prices, 
but the petroleum industry says 
this is the wrong solution. 
Frank N. Ikard, president of 
the American Petroleum In­ 
stitute. said com panies need ef­ 
ficiency and money if the nation 
is to develop its own energy 
sources. 
He said if laws force the in­ 
dustry to be m ore inefficient, 
the added costs would be borne 
by the consumer. Ikard also 
says an appropriate price is 
needed to provide money for 
the search for new supplies 
Count kept

In the Senate, the bill dealing 
with the natural gas shortage 
that appears most likely to suc­ 
ceed 
would 
allow 
winter 
em ergency sales at any price 
the m arket can bear and then, 
over a period of years, per­ 
manently rem ove the natural 
gas price ceiling — now at 51 
cents per thousand cubic feet 


That proposal was substituted 
for 
an 
em ergency 
m easure 
which would have allowed sales 
— during the coming winter 
only — at $1.30 per thousand 
cubic feet. 


The anticipated natural gas 
shortage this winter probably 
will pinch the chemical and 
paper industries the hardest. 


according to a study conducted 
for the Federal Energy Ad­ 
m inistration 
This raises the 
possibility of winter unemploy­ 
ment in the hundreds of thou­ 
sands. according to Sen Ernest 
F Hollings, D-S C, 
The consulting firm . C P 
Neill, Inc , conducted a survey 
for the FEA and estim ated that 
the w inter supply will fall short 
by 1 53 trillion cubic feet, or ap­ 
proximately 16 per cent 
Estim ates on how much gas 
can be generated by em ergency 
legislation for the w inter are 
approxim ately 300 billion cubic 
feet.

SAN FRANCISCO ( U P I ) - A 
union secretary here is keeping 
a grim watch for cancer deaths 
among asbestos workers. The 
count keeps growing. 
Eddie Story of the Asbestos 
Workers Union Local 16, says 
he keeps careful records of 
each 
union 
m em ber as 
he 
becomes ill and dies. 
The records, he says, are for 
Dr. Irving J. Selikoff of the 
Mount Sinai School of Medicine 
in New York, a pioneer in the 
study of cancer-related deaths 
among industrial workers. 
They show that four m em bers 
of the San Francisco local have 
died of lung cancer this year. 
All 
of 
them 
worked 
with 
asbestos 
for 
m ore 
than 
20 
years. Since 1967, 42 of the 74 
deaths among Story’s union 
m em bers cam e from cancer or 
asbestosis, a lung disease. 
The findings support Seli­ 
koff’s warning of the threat of 
the unrestricted use of asbestos 
in U.S. industry, according to 
medical sources. 
Selikoff told the American 
College of Surgeons m eeting 
here last week that a million 
one-time American w ar work­ 
ers will eventually die of lung 
cancer caused by long-term ex­ 
posure to asbestos. 
That would be one-third of the 
more than three million men 
and women, still living, who 
were exposed to the substance 
in World W ar II shipyards. 


MORRISTOWN. N J. (UPI) 
— A New Jersey judge today 
was asked to perm it 21-year-old 
Karen Ann Quinlan to die with 
“ grace and dignity.” 
Karen Ann, in an irreversible 
coma-like state for six months, 
has been kept alive with the aid 
of a mechanical respirator. 
Attorney Paul Arm strong, in 
an opening statem ent before 
Superior Court Judge Robert 
Muir Jr.. said K aren’s parents 
“ believe that the earthly phase 
of K aren's life has drawn to a 
close ..and that further trea t­ 
ment m erely holds her back 
from the realization of a better 
life.” 
In a case that has drawn 
worldwide attention because it 
involves the touchy question of 
whether a totally debilitated 
patient has the right to be 
spared an artificially prolonged 
life, Arm strong said he was 
asking the court “only that 
Karen be allowed to return to 
God with grace and dignity.” 
But Daniel R 
Coburn, the 
court-appointed 
guardian 
for 
Karen, told the court: 
“ I can have no compassion 


for anyone who is trying to 
com mit euthanasia 
I will do 
ev ery th in g to keep K aren 
alive.” 
New Jersey Attorney General 
William Hyland told the court. 
“ The state is convinced that the 
physicians’ refusal to rem ove 
Karen (from artificial life sup­ 
port) 
under 
circum stances 
which 
currently 
prevail 
is 
m orally, ethically and legally 
justified ” 
Doctors at the hospital where 
Karen is being cared for have 
refused to take her off the 
repirator 
The medical care has cost the 
K aren’s parents an estim ated 
$100,000 and are climbing at a 
rate of $450 per day. 
Karen Ann has been in a 
coma for six months, suffering 
from irreversible brain dam age 
which resulted from taking a 
combination 
of 
tranquilizers 
and alcohol.

ing a ball in violation of school 
rules,

whacks on the buttocks with a 
wooden draw er divider in the 


presence of another teacher 
and some other pupils Hussell 
was

over

his

His mother. Virginia Baker, 
said

m arks three or four inches long 
below his spine which stayed 
there several days and a psy­ 
chologist testified that in his 
opinion the punishm ent was bad

A special three-judge federal 
panel in G reensboro held that

Average age 
of Americans 
nears 30 


WASHINGTON (UPD - The 
average age of Americans is 
rising and will be well over SO 
by the year 2000, says the 
Census Bureau 


The average age is now 28 6, 
and by the start of the next cen­ 
tury the flood of babies bom 
between 1956 and 1965 will be ^ 
to 44 years old and that segment 
will have increased 81 per cent 
over the current level 


The estimated average age of 
Americans in 2000 will be 
between 31 4 and 37, the latest 
prediction said. 


Pofnjiation expansion is ex­ 
pected to run between 16 and 35 
per cent during the remainder 
of the century, raising the total 
number of Americans from 212 
million to between 246 million 
and 286 million 


The report also estimates 
that blacks, who now make up 
11 4 per cent of the population, 
will increase to 12 6 or 12.7 per 
cent The number of perscMis 65 
or older is expected to grow 
from 10 7 per cent of the popula­ 
tion to 12 5 per cent, 


A major factor in the shift 
away from a youth-dominated 
population and culture, the 
report said, is the fact that 
persons born in the "baby 
boom" years between 1956 and 
1%5 will be passing the 30-year 
mark and not having as many 
children as their parents.

Jenner sparks US surge 


MEXICO CITY (U PI) - 'The Pan 
American Games have finally taken on a 
definite red, white and blue glow. And 
that glow will likely become brighter as 
the week progresses. 
Led by a stirring decathlon battle 
between world record holder Bruce Jen- 
ner and runner-up Fred Dixon, the 
Americans scooped up their largest 
single day gold medal collection Sunday 
since the games began. They won 10 in a 
variety of performances in track and 
field, swimming, rowing and equestrian 
events 
The Cubans, who had stayed close in 
the gold medal race through the first 
week of the Games, could manage only 
one win in 18 finals Sunday. 
Of the Americans victories, Jenner’s 
was the most spectacular as he came 
from behind in the final event—the 1.500- 
meter run-to beat Dixon. 
In the javelin event, on his fifth throw, 
Jenner’s spear hit his leg during the run- 


up and he tried to ground it in front of the 
throwing line. But the javelin hit a 
photographer’s camera and gave the 
man a two-inch gash in the stomach. 
Jenner then ran the 1,500 meters in 
4:42.86 to overcome a 50-point deficit and 
beat Dixon. 8,045-8,019. 
‘‘I’m pleased to have gone over 8,000 
points at this altitude,” said Jenner, who 
has the world record at 8,524. ‘‘I’m two 
months into my training for next year’s 
Olympics, and this fits right in.” 
Sunday the U.S. captured another 
track and field gold medal with Janet 
Merrill of Weatherford. Conn., winning 
the 1,500-meter run in 4:18 2, and took 
four of five swimming medals, won three 
rowing first places and took the team 
dressage on the equestrian field. 
'That brought the American gold 
medals to 47, compared with Cuba’s 32. 
'The United States led in overall medals, 
110-72. 
Today is the last day of track and field.

Braves make it look easy; 
Conqs a millimeter short

Most football experts, including coaches, will say the 
sustained touchdown drive—that time-consuming, yard-by- 
yard march to the end zone—is the mark of a good team. 
But many football fans see it differently. Give them the big 
play—the bomb, the long run from scrimmage, and the TD 
kick return. The big plays win ballgames. Excitement is the 
name of their game. 
That’s why local fans at Huyck Stadium came away 
satisfied Friday night after the Lompoc Braves whipped the 
San Luis Tigers 27-0, Lompoc’s third straight shutout. The 
big play was the order of the day. 
But don’t expect Lompoc Coach Mike Warren to be disap­ 
pointed that his offense didn’t do things the way most 
coaches like. “ I was happy with our offense,” says Warren. 
“ We had to make some important adjustments during the 
game, and our kids adapted well.” 
Warren was referring to the San Luis defense, a different 
one than the Braves had prepared for. In fact, the defense 
might have been as new to San Luis as it was to the Braves. 
This was the first time they’ve used it this year, and Warren 
felt the Tigers weren’t playing it well. 
So at halftime, the Brave offense figured things out and 
sent in a revised game plan for the remainder of the game. 
“ Since their new defense was limited, we went mainly to 
our trap play and the option, and they had difficulty stopping 
us,” explained Warren. 
Lompoc really wasn’t in trouble in that first half, though. 
Two quick second-quarter touchdowns made it 14-0 at inter­ 
mission. And it was the big play that made the difference. 
First. Richard Aguilar blocked a San Luis punt, and team­ 
mate Pat Casarez picked up the loose ball and carried it to 
the SLO eight. It took three plays to score. 
On Lompoc’s next possession. Calvin Boler took a handoff 
in traffic and outraced everyone on a 47-yard TD run. In the 
first quarter. Calvin had a 59-yard run lie almost broke all 
the way, but he was caught from behind 22 yards shy of the 
goal line 'The Braves fumbled that opportunity away. 
Lompoc’s final two scores were in the third quarter, and 
both were set up by fine defensive work. The touchdowns 
came on a 13-yard pass from Chuck Van Allen to Jerrv’ 
Tolstad. and a five-yard run by Boler. 
The Brave defense gets a lot of credit from Warren for this 
win 
“ We worked hard on our pass defense getting ready for 
San Luis, and they came out throwing Our rush on the 
quarterback was a big factor” 
Tiger quarterback Larry Wampler would consider that an 
understatement He spent a large portion of the game dump­ 
ing off errant passes under extreme pressure, or lying on the 
ground with a Lompoc defenseman on top of him. And he was 
once hit hard enough to force him to the sidelines to get his

There’s not much you can say about Friday night’s football 
game between the Cabrillo Conquistadores and Santa Maria 
Saints, except you should’ve been there 
Santa Maria wound up winning 33-32, but the game was 
much closer than the score indicates. 
It was the Northern League opener. And it might well be 
the closer, too, unless Lompoc — the only team with a likely 
chance — can knock off the Saints Nov. 7.

zone. Blame it on mistiming by Dahlmann. a bad snap, or a 
wet ball. Whatever, the Saints fell on it for a touchdown 
The Conqs bounced back and took what appeared to be a 14- 
13 halftime lead when Ray Dahlmann hit Wayne Brown with 
a nice TD pass 48 seconds before the half 
But two plays later Saint quarterback Tony Saffo dodged 
for an eight-yard gain, was stopped, lateralled to tailback 
Rick Johnson and Johnson sailed 70 more yards for the 
score.

This year Starr returned as head coach of Green 
Bay to restore some of the glitter he provided as a 
player But through the first four games of the

Then Dallas popped up on the Green Bay 
schedule—undefeated and playing on their home 
field So Starr dug into his files and pulled out an 
old script, the “Championship Game. 1967 ” That 
was the game Starr directed a last minute touch­ 
down drive and capped it by sneaking into the end 
zone from one yard out to give the Pack a 21-17 
victory. 
He gave the script to John Hadl. his quarter­ 
back this year, and told him to go to work And go 
to work Hadl did, lowering the number of un­

“The whole game typifies Bart Starr and his en­ 
tire staff,” Hadl said 
"They didn’t blame

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


' WASHINGTON - The NORAD radar 
tracking system, which the Air Force es­ 
tablished to intercept enemy bombers, 
has been turned against drug smugglers 
“ Operation Startrek," as the secret 
spotting system is called, was put into ef­ 
fect 
by 
the 
Customs 
Service 
on 
September 20 Already, the sophisticated 
radar has picked up a 
dozen border-hopping 
planes, which used to 
have easy air access 
to the U.S. 
Numerous 
other 
vehicles, including a 
motorcycle, have also 
been intercepted More 
than 20 suspected traf­ 
fickers 
have 
been 
arrested, and 10.000 
pounds of high-grade 
marijuana has been 
seized. The total haul 
is worth well over $2 million. 
Just as NORAD would spot an incom­ 
ing enemy bomber, its radar system can 
also pick up smaller craft flying without 
pre-filed flight plans. The radar feeds 
this information into a computer bank, 
which notifies Customs agents of the 
plane’s exact location. 
Then, as at wartime fighter bases, the 
Customs pilots “ scramble" and pursue 
the unknown craft Three days after 
“ Startrek” began, a Cessna plane with 
1.000 pounds of marijuana aboard was 
tracked down Just a few days ago. a 
Piper with 2.600 pounds on board was 
nailed 
Seizures have been made in Arizona. 
California and New Mexico. This has 
required a unique cooperative effort 
between the Customs Service and Air 
Force, supported by both federal and 
local authorities.

This then is Bill McFarland’s story. It 
is not uplifting reading 
In 1965. the day after he learned of the 
death of a friend in Vietnam, Mc­ 
Farland. then 17 years old. enlisted in the 
army. He went to infantry school, air­ 
borne school, canine school, jungle ad­ 
vanced training and did graduate work in 
hand-to-hand combat 
He learned to kill in a variety of 
specialized ways. 
When he turned 18. in 1966. he was sent 
to the First Infantry Division in Viet­ 
nam. then one of the most action-prone 
units in the war The first dead man he 
saw was an American mutilated by the 
Viet Cong, “ with his genitals sewn in his 
mouth.” After that the sight of the dead 
became routine. 
His sergeant died His best pal was 
blown away. McFarland began smoking 
grass, boozing rotgut. and sniffing dope. 
Eventually he too was hit. in the legs, 
and after several months, six medals, 
and permanent disabilities, was sent 
home 
The absence of war, however, did not 
bring peace to McFarland He claims the 
pain-killing agents given him while 
hospitalized wertv addicting. Also, he 
could not forget Vietnam (among those 
he killed, he says, were young children). 
He suffered blackouts, nightmares; he 
tried to kill himself Six months after his 
discharge the veteran, just 19 years old, 
was judicially declared mentally in­ 
competent 
A few years later, McFarland got into 
a squabble with a man on a California

MODERN JEFFER SO N DAVIS; A 
Georgia judge, named after the Father of 
the Confederacy, is dispensing strange 
justice in Cherokee, Ga. Judge Jefferson 
Davis of the Cherokee Circuit Court has 
been threatening defendants with longer 
sentences if they insist upon exercising 
their constitutional right to appeal. 
Several defendants, who have been 
sentenced by Judge Davis, have also 
complained about physical beatings. The 
FB I is investigating police brutality and 
civil rights violations under the judge’s 
jurisdiction. 
The judge wrote to one defendant’s 
lawyer, Darvin R. Purdy of Atlanta, of­ 
fering this deal: “ No appeal would be 
filed if I consented to let your client work 
on the garbage detail for a six months' 
period If you desire an appeal, it would 
be my purpose to let the 12 months’ 
sentence stand ” 


Another attorney, Robert Benham of 
Cartersville, Ga., told us a similar, im­ 
proper deal had been offered to his 
client. Judge Davis also sentenced two 
young blacks to seven months in the sl­ 
ammer for refusing to move their vehi­ 
cle from the highway The sentence was 
later reduced to six weeks. 
Footnote: The judge at first declined 
comment but then said: “ Yes... I ’m cer­ 
tainly not going through an appeals case 
if I ’m going to give them work release 
sentences.

street The man was killed Bill Mc­ 
Farland was found guilty, given a 
sentence of five years to life and sent to 
prison. 
Where he still is today. 
Should he be° Decidedly not. Without 
passing distant judgment on the crime 
for which he was jailed, the case seems 
at least to be unfinished business. Mc­ 
Farland claims he was not competent to 
take part in his trial and did not assist his 
public defender. It was only after his 
guilt was established, as example, that 
McFarland, 
under 
clinical 
drugs, 
revealed his side of the story: That the 
victim had started the fight by pulling a 
gun. that McFarland went into a blind 
rage and that self-defense and mental in­ 
stability were direct factors. 
Beyond this there are professional opi­ 
nions that, crime or no crime. Mc­ 
Farland is an emotional cripple, more in 
need of hospital than penal confinement 
Dr Bill Barkley, a staff psychologist for 
the California Department of Correc­ 
tions. says flatly that clinical examina­ 
tions of McFarland indicate: “ His crime 
of murder is directly related to the fact 
he was a trained killer and also a heavy 
drug user." Barkley suggests, and logic 
agrees, the veteran be paroled to a 
Veterans Administration hospital where 
he can receive long needed care 
To be sure. McFarland has asked for 
the parole, but to no good end Letters to 
federal and state authorities, including a 
governor and President, have resulted 
only in regrets 
Meanwhile, this sad 
former soldier 
wastes away.

In Washington much of the talk is 
about an entirely local crisis. Namely, 
the definition of the responsibilities of 
Newspaper A to Newspaper B when 
Newsapaper B has been the object of foul 
play.

the 
Washington Post. Its pressmen struck, 
and left the plant looking as if John 
Wayne and the Green 
Berets had had a go at 
it. 
What the pressmen 
did was sabotage, pure 
and simple, and it is a 
disturbing sense of the 
running immunity of 
labor union extremists 
that prompts one to 
guess that when the 
grand 
settlement 
is 
made, 
these 
felons 
will not go to jail, 
where they belong. 
There is of course the temptation to 
comment on the Post’s running affair 
with the trade unions. The Post is a 
reformist paper which every day draws 
for its readers the Hieronymus Bosch 
world of big business and corrupt 
Republicans. It has never shown a 
Woodward-and-Bernstein appetite for 
reform in the 
world of labor relations. 
Indeed, it is 
heavily linked to the 
Democratic Party, which when last 
heard from on the general subject was 
trying to repeal the right of individual 
states 
to outlaw 
the closed 
shop; 
providentially, one of President Lyndon 
Johnson’s failures. 
Then, too, there is the schizophrenic 
emotional problem of the Washington 
Post when it is denouncing monopolies. 
Like so many businessmen who ardently 
want competition for other businessmen, 
the Post desires competition from other 
businesses, having bought up the com­ 
petition in the morning newspaper field 
in Washington 20 years ago. 
Enter, 
now, 
the question of the 
Washington Star. That is the surviving 
afternoon paper in Washington. And it 
has been losing money faster even than 
its spunky publisher, Joe Allbritton, can 
make it in Texas banking and real estate. 
The Post comes along and asks Allbrit­ 
ton would he please permit his own plant 
to be used, during the idle hours of the 
day, for the purpose of publishing the 
Washington Post. 
The following are the considerations 
that, one assumes, weighed on Allbritton 
in giving his answer: 
1) 
If I print the Post, surely the pres­ 
smen in my own plant, showing that 
same dumb sense of solidarity that 
causes even the Walter Cronkites of this 
world to refuse to cross a picket line, will 
close down the Washington Star. If this 
were 
to 
happen, 
not 
only 
would 


Washington be left without a newspaper, 
the Star would almost certainly contract 
a terminal illness. 


If you are losing a million dollars a 
month while publishing, you don’t cease 
automatically to lose a million dollars a 
month by not publishing. There are too 
many running financial commitments 
which are not so neatly severed. What 
happens is that you lose more; and the 
cost of cranking up again to resume 
publishing is the kind of thing that kills 
newspapers as permanently as New 
York’s Herald Tribune was killed. 


2) 
If I fail to print the Post, I will get 
an economic transfusion of sorts for a lit­ 
tle while. Only for a little while — 
because the Post is an ingenious and 
resourceful enterprise, and it will not be 
long before an edition of some sort is out 
on the streets, provided the Newspaper 
Guide doesn’t close the entire operation 
down. It cannot fail to look as though
